PORTAGE, Pa., July 16— Bodies 
of 61 of the 63 miners killed in 
a gas explosion in the Sonman 
shaft of the K opp^’% Co?l Com­ 
pany were removed today by res­ 
cue squads. 
L. C. Campbell, assistant to the 
coal company president, said the 
last two bodies would not be re­ 
covered for some time since both 
were located deep in the mine. 
Campbell set the death toll at 
63. 
Crowds of silent 
wives, 
sons, 
daughters and relatives watched 
as the shrouded bodies were re­ 
moved shortly after dawn 
from 
the blast-shattered mine. 
Although company officials had 
previously held to their figure of 
71 persons in the mine at the 
time of the explosion, the knowl­ 
edge th at 63 were dead and 21 
had miraculously escaped boosted 
the figure to 84. 
Until early this morning, hun­ 
dreds of spectators stood about 
on the hillsides overlooking the 
entrance to the old mineshaft.

were brought above the surface, 
but in some cases the true iden­ 
tities will never be known, and 
some stricken families may never 
be certain they have buried their 
own. 
Bodies In Fire flail

then another from dust raised by 
the first and set off by a dang­ 
ling charged wire.

W ith those two p oints settled 
am ong them selves on the opening 
day of the convention, the Ohio 
delegation 
settled down 
to the 
routine 
w ork 
for 
which 
they 
moved in on Chicago and to aw ait 
the 
p redicted 
renom ination 
of 
Roosevelt. 
There 
never 
w as 
any 
doubt 
about w here the s ta te ’s 52 votes 
would go when the balloting be­ 
gins. 
Ohio’s national com m ittee­ 
m an, C harles Saw yer, is the nom i­ 
nal 
first choice. 
A ctually, the 
block of votes will go to Roose­ 
velt. 
D oubt Ended 
There w as a little doubt a t first 
about the re-election of Saw yer as 
national 
com m itteem an. 
How­ 
ever, opposition collapsed ju st be­ 
fore the caucus and he w as re­ 
nam ed, w ith Saw yer’s old p oliti­ 
cal foe, form er Gov. M artin L. 
Davey, seconding the C incinnati­ 
an’s 
nom ination. 
Mrs. 
Mildred 
Jaster, of Cleveland w as re-elected 
national com m ittee w om an. 
P rior to the caucus, F rancis W. 
Poulson, form er D em ocratic state 
chairm an, had prom ised a battle 
on the com m ittee p osts, w ith W al­ 
te r F. H eer, Colum bus a s the op­ 
p onent to Saw yer. 
However, the 
“b attle” never m aterialized. 
In the caucus, harm ony p re­ 
vailed. 
F orm er 
Qhio 
Suprem e 
C ourt Judge R obert N. Gorman, 
C incinnati, nom inated Saw yer for 
re-election. Davey leaped to his 
feet and moved tha t nom ination 
be closed. 
Then he followed up his gesture j

D em ocratic p a rty should p resent a 
united front.” 
It was the first real gesture of

CHICAGO, July 16—The Ohio 
delegation to the Democratc na 
tional convention was in agree­ 
ment today on two major issues: 
I —That 
President 
Roosevelt 
should be renominated for a third 
term, and that Ohio Democrats 
would ‘‘go all the w ay” to achieve 
that goal. 
2 —That past differences among 
Ohio party leaders should be—at 
least for the present—forgotten in 
the interests of harmony, and that 
everyone 
should 
work 
for

sweeping victory in the November 
election. 
With those two points settled 
among them selves on the opening 
day of the convention, the Ohio 
delegation settled down to the 
routine 
work 
for

about where the state’s 52 votes 
would go when the balloting be­ 
gins.

There was a little doubt at first 
about the re-election of Sawyer as

An A m erican woman went to 
C anada and reacted to mosquito 
bites so th a t her whole face was 
swollen, the eyes closed, and the 
arm s swollen to twice their ordi­ 
n ary size. 


E x tract Helps 
An ex tract of mosquito “ poison” 
di.utcd and injected in small, in­ 
creasin g am oun ts will reduce this 
sensitiveness to nil. T h a t’s what 
happens to the guides. The mos­ 
quitoes them selves give the guides 
the treatm en t—a full course in 
allergy im m unization. 
Clcwes reports a patien t who 
was so sen sitive th a t g n at bites 
eaused such dropsy an d swelling 
as to keep her in bed for several 
days.

1 tie reaction of differen t people 
to flea bites varies widely. In the 
San Fran cisco Bay region, which 
abounds in fleas, they do n ot en ­ 
croach on the rights of m ost of 
the local population, but are a 
source of g reat m isery to new­ 
comers un til they acquire an im­ 
m unity. This usually takes sev­ 
eral m onths, and in rare in stan ces 
is n ever acquired. 
W ith insects which poison by 
in jectin g a fluid un der the skin, 
an ex tract can be made o f the 
stin gin g pa rt of the insect— heads 
of mosquitoes, tails of bees and 
w asps—and a solution of the of­ 
fending agen t obtained for im­ 
munizing purposes. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 


M. L. F .—“ I would like in for­ 
mation concerning tuberculosis of 
the bone. I have not been able to 
find an ythin g about this particu- 
lar * form of tuberculosis. 
Hav 
there been no studies made of it? 
Or is it rath er un im portan t in 
comparison to other form s the dis­ 
ease has taken ?” 


Answer — Tuberculosis of the I 
bone has been the subject of a 
g reat many studies and is a very 
im porta n t sub je c t. O rth opedic 
surgeons deal with it con stan tly. 
It occurs usually in children and 
affects most often the bones of the 
spine, of the hip, the knee and the 
elbow. It may run along for a long 
time and be called “ rheum atism ” 
or “grow in g pain s.” T reatm en t is 
by rest, immobilization of the pa rt 
by braces or casts, and the general 
treatm en t of tuberculosis. G reat 
success has been obtained by ex po­ 
sure to sun light in high m ountain 
clim ates— the method of Rollier. 


H. S. M.—“ When one has fever 
docs sponging o ff with soda w ater 
do more harm than good?” 
A n sw er-S pon gin g in high fe­ 
vers is probably the best method 
of treatm en t th a t we have. It is 
not necessary, however, to use 
soda w ater. Plain , tepid w ater, of 
a tem perature of about 75 should 
be used and durin g the bath the 
tem perature can gfadually be re­ 
duced to 65. The patien t should be 
sponged one limb a t a time, then 
the abdomen an d chest in fron t, 
then the back, keeping the rest of 
the body covered. The sponge bath 
should last about 10 m inutes.

medical 
investigators 
bring to 
more serious and consequential 
m atters. It has even been given a 
five syllable nam e: if you are sen­ 
sitive to mosquitoes, bees, wasps 
or fleas you have “entomogenous 
allergy'.” 
Sometimes insect bites really 
are serious—even to death. Dr. 
Meuse relates the story of a vigo­ 
rous m an who was stung on the 
septum of the nose by a bee. Sup­ 
ported by a friend, he walked to 
his house a few yards aw ay and 
lay down. He rose im m ediately to 
go to the well, stepped a few paces, 
fell and expired. I t was thirty 
m inutes from the tim e of the sting 
to the m an’s death. 


Skeeters As Bad 


A woman— the history is relat­ 
ed by Dr. V aughn of Richmond— 
was stung ju st once by a bee. She 
collapsed before she could reach 
the dining room. A physician who 
was called found her shocked and 
pulseless. She was revived by the 
use of adrenalin. She had had two 
previous experiences. 
Mosquitoes may be alm ost as 
bad. An Am erican woman went to 
C anada and reacted to mosquito 
bites so th a t her whole face was 
swollen, the eyes closed, and the 
arm s swollen to twice their ordi­ 
nary size. 


E xtract Helps 
An extract of mosquito “poison” 
di.utcd and injected in sm all, in­ 
creasing am ounts will reduce this 
sensitiveness to nil. T h at's w hat 
happens to the guides. The mos­ 
quitoes them selves give the guides 
the treatm ent— a full course in 
allergy imm unization. 
Clewes reports a patient who 
was so sensitive th a t g n at bites 
caused such dropsy and swelling 
as to keep her in bed for several 
days. Clewes collected the gnats 
and made an “ex tract” of them. 
A fter several treatm ents the lady 
could lie out near the lake and “be 
bitten w ith pleasure.” 


Tne reaction of different people 
to flea bites varies widely. In the 
San Francisco Bay region, which 
abounds in fleas, they do not en­ 
croach on the rights of most of 
the local population, but are a 
source of g reat m isery to new­ 
comers until they acquire an im ­ 
m unity. This usually takes sev­ 
eral m onths, and in rare instances 
is never acquired. 
W ith insects which poison by 
injecting a fluid under the skin, 
an extract can be made of the 
stinging p a rt of the insect— heads 
of mosquitoes, tails of bees and 
w asps—and a solution of the of­ 
fending agent obtained for im­ 
m unizing purposes. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
M. L. F .—“ I would like infor­ 
m ation concerning tuberculosis of 
the bone. I have not been able to 
find anything about this particu­ 
l a r 1 form of tuberculosis. 
Hay 
there been no studies made of it? 
O r is it ra th e r unim portant in 
comparison to other form s the dis­ 
ease has taken?” 
A nsw er— Tuberculosis of the 
hone has been the subject of a 
g reat many studies and is a very 
im p o rta n t su b je c t. O rth o p ed ic 
surgeons deal with it constantly. 
It occurs usually in children and 
affects most often the bones of the 
spine, of the hip, the knee and the 
elbow. It m ay run along for a long 
time and be called “ rheum atism ” 
or “grow ing pains.” T reatm ent is 
by rest, immobilization of the p a rt 
by braces or casts, and the general 
treatm ent of tuberculosis. G reat 
success has been obtained by expo­ 
sure to sunlight in high m ountain 
clim ates—the method of Roilier. 


R. S. M.—“ W hen one has fever 
does sponging off with soda w ater 
do more harm than good?” 
Answer—Sponging in high fe­ 
vers is probably the best method 
of treatm ent th a t we have. It is 
not necessary, however, to use 
soda w ater. Plain, tepid w ater, of 
a tem perature of about 75 should 
be used and during the bath the 
tem perature can gradually be re­ 
duced to 65. The patient should be 
sponged one limb a t a tim e, then 
the abdomen and chest in front, 
then the back, keeping the rest of 
the body covered. The sponge bath 
should last about IO minutes.

Black 
and purple 
raspberries 
have biennial stems. This means 
* the stem s grow' out from a peren­ 
nial root the first year. The sec­ 
ond year they bear fruit, after 
? w’hich they die. 
These bushes are easily propa­ 
gated however, by '’tip-layering”, 
as 
shown in the 
accompanying 
: Garden-Graph. In July or August, 
cover the ends of new stem s with 
soil, as illustrated, and they will 
soon take root. 
Early Spring is the safest time 
to set out these “tip” plants. They 
should not be planted deeply. The 
“bud” should not be placed below 
the surface of the soil. Since these 
“tip” plants are not planted deeply, 
it is necessary th a t they be well 
firmed into the soil. Cut back the 
stems to six inches after planting.

Propagating black raspberries 


Black 
and purple 
raspberries 
have biennial stem s. This m eans 
the stem s grow out from a peren­ 
nial root the first year. The sec­ 
ond y ear they bear fruit, after 
which they die. 
These bushes are easily propa­ 
gated however, by “tip-layering” , 
as 
show n in the 
accom panying 
G arden-G raph. In Ju ly or A ugust, 
cover the ends of new stem s w ith 
soil, as illustrated, and they will 
soon tak e root. 
E arly Spring is the safest tim e 
to set out these “tip ” plants. They 
should not be planted deeply. The 
“bud” should n o t be placed below 
the surface of the soil. Since these 
“tip ” p lan ts are not planted deeply, 
it is necessary th a t they be well 
firm ed into the soil. C ut back the 
stem s to six inches a fte r planting.
